Reagan's tax plan fails in Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) 
The 
battle over the bulging state surplus 
shifted to the Senate today after the 
Assembly thwarted Gov. Ronald 
Reagan’s rebate plan and instead 
passed a Democratic rival. 
The 
Democratic 
bill 
(AB7) 
sponsored by Speaker Bob Moretti 
cleared the Assembly on a 48-25 
party-line vote despite GOP charges 
that 
it 
“ ripped 
off’’ 
income 
taxpayers. 
Democrats countered 
that Reagan’s proposal created new 


“ loopholes” for the rich. 
The action Thursday set the stage 
for a showdown over the projected 
$852 million surplus in the Senate, 
where inf luential lawmakers wish to 
wait until the promised surplus 
materalizes before parting with any 
cash. 


While 
Reagan’s 
program 
is 
stymied in the Assembly, it is alive 
and well on the Senate floor. But 
Moretti’s plan still must clear the 
Senate Finance Committee, which 


shelved a similar proposal earlier 
this week 
The Democratic bill delays a 
scheduled one-cent sales tax hike 
June 1 
for 13 months. It also 
contains a provision for a $100 
million 
income 
tax 
rebate 
if 
sufficient 
funds 
remain 
in the 
surplus, 
but 
recent 
estimates 
indicate they wouldn’t be. 


‘You’re ripping off the income 
taxpayers of California,” warned 
GOP 
Assemblyman 
William 
T. 


Bagley of San Rafael. “ It’s a sham 
and political flim-flam.” 


The governor’s proposal would 
delay the sale tax increase until Jan. 
1 and grant income taxpayers a 20 
per cent rebate next year 


It was rejected earlier in a 
Democratic-controlled committee, 
but Bagley attempted to amend the 
Reagan version into the Democratic 
proposal Thursday. The move failed 
on a 40-24 vote.

The proposed 1973-74 county buget 
will make its appearance Monday 
for consideration by the Hoard of 
Supervisors. 
County 
Administrative 
Officer 
Raymond 
D. 
Johnson’s 
office 
declined to go into details today as 
to budget recommendations for the 
fiscal year starting July 1, or 1973-74 
tax rate predictions. 


However, it was learned that total 
budget requests for the 1973-74 year 
are — in excess of $2 5 million over 
the total budget figures approved 
for 
the 
current 
year. 
Total 
requested this year is $76,111,693 
And 
Assistant 
County 
Administrative Officer David Smith 
said general lurid requests for the 
coming year are up more than $3 
million over the general fund total 
approved for this fiscal year. 


Seemingly able to cushion the 
shock of a possible tax boost such as 
was experienced when the rate rose 
59 cents to $3 60 in 1971-72 is the tact 
that 
Johnson 
is 
recommending 
appropriation of almost $7 3 million 
in federal revenue sharing lunds lor 
the coming budget year. 
Johnson, taking a safe course, has 
recommended to the board that it 
use the 1971-72 tax rate, rather than 
the lower rate ol $3 46 this year as 
the rate not to be exceeded in the 
coming year, 
under new 
state 
legislation allowing the choice 
Johnson has informed the board 
that 
lus 
proposed 
method 
of 
financing capital outlay projects 
and priority projects out of the $7 2 
million in revenue sharing lunds tor 
next fiscal year could make a 


difference of 17.2 cents on the tax 
rate 
This figure, he explained, is based 
on present assessed valuations and 
without regard to other factors 
including 
inflation, 
and 
salary 
requirements, which will require 
additional financing 
It is believed the proposed new 
budget 
will contain contingency 
figures to provide for future salary 
requirements as decided later by 
the Board of Supervisors, following 
completion of surveys. 
Salary talks between the county 
administration 
and 
employe 
organizations are continuing, Smith 
declared. 
Although some provision will have 
to be made for high salaries for 1973- 
74, based on higher living costs and 
high pay 
scales in comparable 
counties, it won’t be known until 
after July 1 what such increases will 
total. 
Meanwhile, earlier figures were 
given out by the auditor s office 
indicated that requests for 1973-74 
salaries and benefits, prior to new 
increases, would total over $33 4 
million 
this 
coming 
year,

increase of more than $1 6 million in 
what was allowed in the current 
fiscal year.

ROSEVILLE (UPI) — A total of 1,233 
TNT bombs that did not explode in a 
devastating series of weekend blasts felt 
100 miles away have been safely removed 
from the ravaged railroad yard where the 
explosions

spokesman said today. 


All the recovered bombs, weighing 250- 
pounds each and called Mark 81s, had to be 
removed from the ravaged Southern 
Pacific switching depot by hand and were 
being trucked to the Hawthorne, Nev., 
Naval weapons Center. 


They were part of a shipment of more 
than 7,000 of the explosives destined for use 
in Cambodia. They were en route to Port 
Chicago, Calif., from Hawthorne on a 21- 
car ammunition train when one of the 
boxcars caught fire and triggered the 
Saturday morning blasts. 
The spokesman said Army Capt. Richard 
Johnson, commander of demolition teams 
at the blast site, would fly over the yard 
today in a helicopter and later conduct a 
foot tour to determine if ordnance person­ 
nel can return to their bases.

Licensing hiker 


In what seems to be just another demonstration of the 
permissive attitude which appears to prevail in the 
Legislature, Assemblyman John F. Dunlap is sponsoring 
a bill to license hitchhikers. 
This is in contrast to proposals previously made 
seeking to outlaw the practice. 
It is a puzzle for the citizen to ponder. Legislators have 
exhibited an abundance of concern for the safety of the 
motorists. They have required seat belts on all private 
cars and are now considering a law to compel their use. 
They have reduced the test for drunk driving to the 
point anyone who smells a cork can be arrested. They 
have made penalties for such persons more severe than 
for one who takes a gun and deliberately shoots someone. 
Just what is so sacred about the hitchhiker? 
Assemblyman Charles Warren, chairman of the 
Assembly Judiciary Committee, has requested the 
Attorney General lor a report as to the number of crimes 
in the past three years which involved hitchhiking. Until 
that report is delivered no one really knows the extent of 
fatalities which result from it. But it wouldn't be a big 
surprise to learn that hitchhiking is responsible for more 
deaths than the so-called drunk driver. 
What is known is that there are ma 
from the practice. 
Some are just robberies. Some 
bodily harm cases. Some are kidnap 
murders. 
The victims are not always the motorist. Often it is the 
hitchhiker. In either case it can be concluded the crime 
wouldn't have happened if hitchhiking was not permitted 
And even if there were no crimes to be counted, the 
number 
of accidents caused by someone stopping 
abruptly to pick up a rider are too numerous to estimate 
For the fact is that most of the hitchhiking takes place 
at busy traffic spots Fither along fast moving arterials 
or at the entrance to treeway on-ramps. In either case 
there are no places to pull off and stop 
But instead of facing up to the fact that hitchhiking is 
both a threat to traffic safety and to the public s safety, 
Dunlap seeks to legalize it by licensing the hikers. 
He says it will provide an “ Ecological Alternative to 
More Vehicles.” He says it will ‘ provide safety to 
motorists by identifying hitchhikers” who would be 
issued licenses “only after a complete records' check.” 
Even it a system could be devised to assure that only 
people with clean records would get such a license, 
what's to keep someone from stealing and using it? And. 
since juvenile records are olten sealed, the Motor 
Vehicles Department wouldn t be able to check for past 
offenders. And people who hitchhike are often from 
other states where the records aren t too good anyway. 
And what about the saiev of the hitchhiker? How will 
he be protected from the motorist bent upon victimizing 
him? Many a hitchiker has been a victim of someone 
driving a stolen car
